Recently we have learned that the central covernment is planning to take 
over the education of the Overseas Chinese. In that case, we shall, of 
SOUPS turn over all elementary and middle school facilities, including 
ridings and equipment, to the Ministry of Wducation. The bank loan was 
sed in the building of the middle school, and the association has at pres- 
ant absolutely no means of returning the loan in cash. iic therefore pro=- 
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eg the rollowing method of settling the loan: “Sibtacr have the debt paid 
jth the middle school buildings or have it paid with our frozen deposit in 
the Gentral Bank. There is ro other way in which we can meet the debt.
